PEARSON SPOKE 

in Victoria almost a year ago 

he._.was.attacked as an «unfaithful 

friend of -Britain by the Conserva- 

tives who are now claiming credit 
for his policy in the Suez crisis 

The attack was false but that 
dirty water is over the dam.

Barsby, president of the B.C. Federation of Fish and Game 
Clubs, will have biologist Don Robinson on his team in 
argument that allowing a certain number of antlerless deer to 
be taken each season enables hunters to harvest animals that 
would otherwise be wasted and will produce more consistent

Trade Deficit 
Cut by Less 
U.S. Imports 


OTTAWA CP) 
foreign trade deficit in January 
declined sharply by $44,000,000 
from the corresponding month 
in 1957 due mainly to a steep 
decline in purchases from the 
United States, the bureau of 
statistics said today 

The month's deficit —excess of 
imports over exports—totalled 
$11,600,000, about one-fifth of 
the import surplus of $55,600, 
000 in January a year ago 

The bureau described its 
trade figures for January as 
preliminary and said reasons 
for the import decline are not 
yet apparent. Detailed export 
figures would be issued shortly 
but those for imports would not 
be available for several weeks 

Thé trade deficit with the U.S
